Undismayed by the murder the day 
before. of another principal witness, 
these three—on whose testimony the 
state relies largely in its demand that 
the three défendants be sent to the 
electric chair—took the witness stand 
before Judge Robert BE. Gentzel in 
Criminal court. They told freely of 
the kidnaping, and directly implicated 
all three defendants. 

The three witnesses were Billy 
Raniert himself, who told bravely of. 
being held hostage in the home of An- 
drew Cappellano, om a farm near 
Bourbonnais, Ill; his father, Alex 
Frank Ranieri, and the boy’s uncle, 
Nick Ranieri. They accused, besides 
Cappellano, the latter’s son, Tony, and 
Angelo Petitti, alleged to be the head 
of a band of kidnapers and Black Hand 
extortionists. 


Investigate Killing of Witness. 

While the state took its most im- 
portant witnesses before the trial jury 
Coroner Herman N. Bundesen impan- 
eled another jury, composed of six 
well known business men, and began 
an inquiry inte the murder of Ole 
Scully, an Italian contractor and «a 
witness against Petitti. 

Scully was clubbed and then shot 
to death on Monday afternoon by 
four Bicilians. In their search for the 
killers the police arrested a number 
of aliens suspected of membership in 
the Mafia, but they were admittedly 
without direct clews to the identityof 
the slayers. 

Coroner Bundésen was informed 
that’ Scully was killed to prevent hia 
accusing Petitti, and to serve warn- 
ing to other witnesses of the fate 
they might expect if they persisted 
in their charges.

Dr. Roxborough, who wrote very learn- 
edly last summer on warts, advises that 
the removal of warts be regarded as a 
surgical procedure. He holds that all 


‘simplest way to apply that is by paint- 


ing on some corn medicine. Corn medi- 
cine is merely a combination of salicylic 
acid and collodion with.a few other 
Grugs added for good measure. To use 
it paint corn medicine on the warts daily 
for, say, four days; then cut away the 
dead tissue. Apply the medicine for 
another course if necessary. 

Another method of applying salicylic 
acid is to paint the wart a few times 
with a saturated solution of the acid 
in alcohol. 

In many cases, simpler remedies such 
as greasing the warts with castor oil 
are effective. Keeping the parts dry 
and clear is helpful except in the case 


| Of senile warts. Warts are quite apt to 
‘develop in areas that are kept moist and 


warm. Dusting powders of various kinds, 
drying applications, cleansing applica- 
tions and greases are sometimes effec- 
tive in curing warts in such locations. 
Perhaps the drying and antiseptic action 
of calomel rather than the specific 
effect of mercury is what makes calomel 
dusting effective with moist warts.

The new h@lder, which has a capac- 
ity of 20 million cubic feet, will pump 


gas into the city’s mains at the rate 
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is a 28 sided polygon, 416: feet high, 
and is surmounted by a 92 foot tower 
which will a 1,000 watt red light, 
visible at 15 miles in clear weather, 
to guide aviators. 

Across the top of the holder is a 
large arrow pointing to the municipal

Grads High in 
Trade World

Almost every university that 
amounts to anything in this country 
supports a school of business or col- 
lege of commerce. Most of these de- 
partments still are too young to be 
Judged by their product; perhaps in 
‘another ten years most of the super- 
executives in the country will be bach- 
elors in commerce. 

Meanwhile it is interesting to note 
that, judged by results, the most suc- 
cessful training schoo! for business ex- 
ecutives in the United States appears 
to be the United States Military acad- 
emy, which gives next to no training 
at all in banking, finance, accounting, 
advertising, salesmanship, or the 
theory of business cycles. 


Here Are Some Examples. 


I should say that any college which 
could list qmong its graduates such 
men as Avery Andrews, American 
representative of the Shell Oil inter- 
ests and chairman of the boards of all 
its American subsidiaries; Robert E.

highly successful alumni, could lay 
claim to leadership among business 
training schools. 

Of course, it is entirély possible that 
experience as army officers rather than 
training at West Point gave these men 
their advantage. Gen. Wood and a 
good many of the other ex-officers re-/ 
pudiate this notion. This is the way 
Gen. Wood explained the matter to me: 

“A generation or two ago [he said] 
most of the conspicuously successful 
business men were éngaged in open- 
ing up and exploiting the vast natural 
resources of thé country, its timber 
and its mines, for example; or in de- 
veloping transportation; or in acquir- 
ing its valuable realestate.

The instruc- 
tors are not trained pedagogues. Prob- 
lems are assigned one day and the 
next the boys are called upon to dem- 
onstrate the answers. The instructor

Woman Spy Exhumed 
for Grave in Dixie 


Kilbourne Wis., Dec. 18.—(4)—Belle 
Boyd, who in life dared everything for 
the south and then was buried in the 


an spy is to be taken from tiny Spring 
Grove cemetery here and reburied in 
the soil of Virginia, her home state. 

The courageous foe of the Union, | 
who hoodwinked federal officers and 
defied their superiors, even to cabinet 
officers, has been honored each Me- 
morial day by the Kilbourne G. A. R. 

Old federal soldiers have placed 
flowers on her grave each year. She 
died here June 11, 1900, while on a 
tour with a theatrica] company. 

Now arrangements are being made 
to exhume the body and send it to Vir- 
ginia, where a fitting monument above 


her grave will be erected. 


On the stone in the cemetery here 
is the simple inscription, ‘“‘ Belle Boyd, 
Confederate spy. Born in Virginia. 


Died in Wisconsin. Erected by a com- 
rade.” 

At 17, Belle Boyd defied Union 
troops and shot a United States soldier 
at her home at Martinsburg, Va. 

Not yet 18, she braved the cross fire 
of federal and confederate troops to 
convey to Stonewall Jackson infor- 
mation which enabled him to defeat 
Gen. Banks in the Shenandoah valley. 
_ Finally, after doing daring work for 
the confederacy, she was captured 
by the “feds.” She was held in pris- 
on at Washington and while there de- 
fied Secretary of War Stanton. Final- 
ly she was released. Then rearrested. 


A court martial sentenced her to 
prison for the duration of the war, but 
her father got the sentence commuted 
to banishment to the south. She de- 
fied Gen. Benjamin Butler at Fort 
Monroe when he tried to arrest her 
after certain letters had been found in 
her possession. She escaped to Rich- 
monds. Captured while on a blockade 
runner while en route to England to 
enlist aid there, Belle fell in love with 
her guard, Lieut. Sam Wylde Har- 
dinge. He accompanied her to New 
York and Boston. Her fate was in 
doubt, but finally she was conducted 
over the Canadian border and sailed to 
England. | 
Hardinge joined her there and they 
were married. When he returned to 
this country he was imprisoned as a 
deserter. Finally freed, he rejoined 
her in England. He died in 1869. 
Belle remarridd, then obtained a di- 
vorce, She married a third time. For 
some years she lectured. Then she 
joined a theatrical company and died 
on tour, to be buried here, far from

Predicts Revival of Hebrew 


as Language of Palestine 


Revival of Hebrew as the spoken 
language of Palestine and the popu- 
larizing of ancient Jewish ideals and 
history are foreseen as the ultimate 
result of the modern system of educa- 
tion in that country; according to Dr. 
David Yellin. He is principal of the 
Hebrew Teachers’ college, Jerusalem. 
Dr. Yellin, Who is here in the interest 
of that eollege, spoke yesterday at a 
of the Woman’s Aid. 


Barley is being boosted as a feed for 
chickens in the great egg producing 
section along the Pacific coast and 
also here in the hen belt of the mid- 
dle vest. 

Recently barley was praised highly 
in Canada, as well as in Michigan, 
Illinois, Indiana, and other states, as 
an excellent substitute fof corn in 
feeding both dairy and beef cattle, 
Dominion farmers consider it a valu- 


ble feed in producing bacon hogs. 

Favorable results in chicken feed- 
ing trials at the North Dakota sta 
tion indicate that barley may be more 
generally used in the layer’s future 
ration. There it was found that a, 
barley ration needs ‘to be properly 
balanced with a mash. 

In the test at Fargo, N. D., a light 
and a heavy breed of chickens were 
vsed. A lot of Anconas and another 
of Rhode Island Reds were fed a 
standard grain and mash ration made | 
up of the following mixtures: Grain, 
100 pounds each of cracked yellow | 
corn and wheat and 60 pounds of 
oats; mash, 100 pounds each of bran, 
shorts, ground yeli-w corn, ground 
cats, and meat scraps; bone meal, 15 
pounds; alfalfa meal, 25 pounds, and 
5 pounds each of salt and charcoal, 

Duplicate lots of Anconas ahd Rhode | 
Island Reds were given the following 
ration containing barley: Grain, 100 
pounds each of barley and wheat and 
50 pounds of oats; mash, 160 pounds 
each of barley and ground. whéat: 
oats, 80, pounds; meat scraps, 100 
pounds; bone meal, 15 pounds; alfalfa 
meal, 25 pounds, and 5 pounds each 
of salt and charcoal. 

The results do not indicate that bar- 
ley fed alone would be satisfactory, 
but it may be safely used in the lay- 
ing ration, providing it is balanced
